“Manteca,” and “Cool Breeze’’.

Association of Engineers last Tuesday, October 12 when 
the slide rule artists traveled to the Holly Sugar Com- 
pany’s plant in order to study processes and mechanical 


features there. 

The engineers met at the plant 
at 7:15 Tuesday night at the 
factory location on Dyer road, 
just outside of Santa Ana. Accom- 


panied by C. Norman Hicks, club 
adviser, the AAE members were 
ushered through the factory by 
two employees who showed them 
all the main features and pro- 
cesses. through which the sugar 
beets were taken before they be- 
came refined sugar. 


Of main interest to the En- 
gineers were the mechanical de- 
vices that were used in the pro- 
cessing of the sugar. The beets 
are shredded in the first process 
by an automatic machine which 
has many knives that do the job. 
It was explained that this ma- 
chine was the cause of much dif- 
ficulty at the plant because the 
razor sharp blades employed are 
often broken by foreign objects 
in with the beets. Strong magnets 
are later used in the process 
which removes all of the iron ob- 
jects from the liquid sugar solu- 
tion. 


Further down the process cen- 
trifugal spinners, much like a 
washing machine drier, spin at a 
speed of 1600 revolutions per 
minute to separate the sugar from 
the syrup. Many other mechanical

features such as eanvas filters, 
low pressure boilers and crystali- 
zation chambers were explained to 
the group while in actual oper- 
ation. 

Laboratory control was also of 
great interest to the Engineers 
club. It was explained that through 
the use of polarized tight, the 
sugar content is checked at each 
step of the process. 

The Holly Sugar plant employs 
270 people in the beet season, 


which runs two to three months. 
The factory maintains about 50 
men during the off season for re- 
pairs and to prepare the plant for 
the next season of work. The 
plant is capable of processing 1500 
tons of beets per day.

Entrance Rules 


Two new rules have been es- 
tablished by the ‘University of 
California so that the transfer 
student from junior college and 
other four year colleges will have 
the opportunity to enter as a jun- 
ior. The announcement was made 
last summer by the director of 
admission of the university board 
experimental program. ; 

Students transferring from a 
junior college and who have com- 
pleted those courses required by 
the university, need not worry 
abcut high school subject defi- 
ciency. No reduction of credit 

. will be made from your junior 
college record. For students who 
attend a 4-year college which 
doesn’t require a language for 
junior standing and completes all 
of those requires for junior stand- 
ing, will not have to take a lan- 
guage at Berkeley. 

Also, the Board of Admission, 
has passed the regulation that in 
individual cases, a student who 
does not have minimum grades for 
entrance may be admitted on the 
recommendation of the junior col- 
lege administrator if that adminis- 
trator believes the strict applica- 
tion of the minimum scholarship 
requirements will be an injustice 
to the applicant and will deprive 
the university of a desirable stu- 
dents.
